This chap ter begins with a q u estio n 
fro m the Pharisees, “Why d o Thy d is­ 
cip les transgress the trad itio n o f the 
eld ers?” to which Jesu s rep lied , “Why 
d o y e also transgress the co mmand ­ 
ment o f Go d ?” 
Then lie ad d ed , “Ye 
hav e mad e the co mmand ment o f Go d 
o f no ne effect by y o u r trad itio ns,” 
q u o ting fro m the p ro p het Isaiah co n­ 
cerning tho se who se wo rship is o nly 
fro m the mo u th and lip s, while their 
hearts are far fro m Go d (Isa. x x ix , 13; 
Ezek. x x x iii, 31). 
Fau l tells u s that 
ev en the wisd o m o f wo rd s (he mu st 
mean the hu man wisd o m o f men’s 
wo rd s) may make the cro ss o f Christ 
o f no ne effect (I Co r. i, 17). So between 
mere o u tward fo rm and the wisd o m 
o f man the go sp el wo u ld seem to be 
greatly hind ered , and y et o u r Lo rd is 
no t d isco u raged (Isa. x lii. 4). 
In a 
lesso n which we are so o n to hav e we 
will hear Him say , “Let wTheat and 
tares gro w to gether till the harv est,” 
bu t in v erse 13 o f this chap ter He 
warns u s in these wo rd s: “Ev ery p lant 
which my Heav enly Father hath no t 
p lanted shall be ro o ted u p .” 
Let u s 
see to it that we are ind eed “trees o f 
righteo u sness, the p lanting o f the 
Lo rd , that He may be glo rified ” (Isa. 
lx i, 3). 
I canno t help thinking that fro m 
su ch religio u s fo rmalism and hy p o c­ 
risy o u r Lo rd went away into the 
co asts o f Ty re and Sid o u to be re­ 
freshed by so me real faith, fo r, kno w­ 
ing all things and all p eo p le, He knew* 
what He wo u ld find where He was 
go ing, and we d o no t read o f any 
o ther resu lt o f this v isit ex cep t the 
healing o f this wo man's d au ghter. 
This incid ent is fo u nd o nly here and 
in Mark v ii, where we read that He 
entered into a ho u se and wo u ld hav e 
no man kno w it. That wo u ld lead u s 
to think that He came asid e, p o ssibly 
fo r p hy sical rest as well as the re­ 
freshment fro m the faith o f a gentile. 
This wo man, who se d au ghter was 
tro u bled by an u nclean d emo n, hav ing 
heard o f Him, came and fell at His 
feet and beso u ght Him to heal her 
d au ghter. No te that she heard o f Him. 
The q u estio ns keep ev er co ming. Are 
any hearing o f Him thro u gh me? Are 
my life and testimo ny all fo r Him? 
Might so me o thers hear if I was will­ 
ing to go o r mo re self d eny ing in o r­ 
d er to help o thers to go ? The ap o stles 
are again in ev id ence with their “send 
her away , fo r she crieth after u s” 
(v erse 23). 
It is so mu ch easier to 
tu rn d o wn the many ap p eals fo r help , 
ju st to be let alo ne. 
So few o f u s 
seem to learn to liv e who lly fo r o th­ 
ers, fo r the go o d we can d o rather 
than the go o d we can get. 
The Ho ly 
Sp irit need s to hav e mo re fu ll co ntro l 
o f u s. 
She mo ire; ed Ilim as “O Lo rd , tho u 


So n o f Dav id .” bu t as the So i^o i Da­ 
v id she, being a gentile, had no claim 
u p o n Him, and lie answered her no t 
a wo rd . 
We mu st nev er to lerate *a 
tho u ght o f any u nkind ness o r ev en 
lack o f co nsid eratio n o n the p art o f 
Jesu s, no t ev en when He ad d ressed 
His o wn mo ther as He d id in Jo hn 
ii, 4. He was nev er any thing bu t lo v e, 
and lo v e is kind (I Co r. x iii, 4). The 
mo st that we can ev er say is, “Well, 
I d o no t u nd erstand .” 
Bu t we mu st 
imp licitly tru st Him. In this case He 
was no d o u bt p rep aring her fo r the 
blessing He was read y to besto w. He 
said to the d iscip les, “I am no t sent 
bu t u nto the lo st sheep o f the ho u se o f 
Israel.” 
Her nex t ap p eal is simp ly “Lo rd , 
help me,” and no w she giv es Him His 
right p lace in relatio n to her, bu t He 
rep lied , “It is no t meet to take the 
child ren’s bread and cast it to d o gs.” 
This d o es seem to o u r ears almo st to o 
mu ch to bear, bu t He will nev er try 
u s to o mu ch (I Co r. x , 13). He knew 
what He was d o ing,. and it was all 
lo v e, no matter ho w it lo o ks to u s. 
Listen to her rep ly : “Tru th, Lo rd , y et 
the d o gs eat o f the cru mbs which fall 
fro m their masters’ tables.” The v ic­ 
to ry is hers. 
She has wo n; she gav e 
Him His p lace as Lo rd , and no w she 
takes hers, the lo west, a gentile d o g. 
No w listen to Jesu s: “O wo man, great 
is thy faith. Be it u nto thee ev en as 
tho u wilt. 
Fo r this say ing go thy 
way . 
The d ev il is go ne o u t o f thy 
d au ghter” (v erse 2S; Mark v ii, 29 ). 
She believ ed his wo rd , retu rned ho me 
and fo u nd her d au ghter well. 
There was a great realized need , ne r 
d au ghter’s tro u ble was her o wn. 
It 
was no thing fo reign, no thing to which 
she co u ld be fn any d egree ind ifferent. 
She knew she had co me to o ne who 
co u ld help her, and she wo u ld no t let 
go . The lesso ns fo r u s are easy . May 
we lay them to heart. 
He is alway s 
“this same Jesu s.” 
Co mp are this 
“great faith” with that o f chap ter 
v iii, 10, and no te that in each case it 
was the great faith o f a gentile. Co n­ 
trast the little faith o f the d iscip les 
in Matt, v i, 30; v iii, 20; x iv , 31; x v i, 8, 
and let u s hav e faith in Go d , the faith 
that faints no t, d o u bts no t, wav ers 
no t, bu t clings believ ingly and ex p ect­ 
antly (Matt, x x i, 21, 22). In o rd er to ask 
in faith we mu st remember Jo hn x v , 
7, and I Jo hn ill, 21. 22. 
So mu ch is 
meant by abid ing, keep ing His co m­ 
mand ments and with a clear co n­ 
science d o ing the things that are p leas­ 
ing in His sight.. 
Then we mu st re­ 
member also Jas. iv , 2, 3, lest we ask 
amiss. 


his heart so is he.” 
It is enco u raging, therefo re, to hav e 
a to p ic d ealing with Go d ’s o mnisci­ 
ence, Go d 's p erfect and eternal kno wl­ 
ed ge o f all T hings , p ast, p resent and fu ­ 
tu re. There is no thing that Go d d o es 
no t kno w. 
Go d kno ws his inanimate 
creatio n. 
**He telleth the nu mber o f 
the stars; He giv eth them all their 
names; He has kno wled ge o f the bru te 
creatio n. 
No t a sp arro w falls to the 
gro u nd witho u t His kno wled ge.” 
Of 
men He kno ws all things—their y v o rks, 
“Beho ld eth all the so ns o f man, co n- 
sid ereth all their wo rks;” their hearts 
and tho u ghts—“Go d , which kno weth 
the heart!” “All things are mad e 
naked and bare befo re Him.” 
Many 
o ther tex ts might be recalled to d em­ 
o nstrate Go d ’s o mniscience in all the 
affairs o f the u niv erse. 
The tho u ght 
that Go d kno tv s all things, fro m the 
secret tho u ghts o f o u r hearts to the 
co u nting and naming o f the stars, 
sho u ld mo st serio u sly imp ress u s. 
It 
sho u ld cau se an u p lift in o u r life. We 
o ften wo nd er if o u r lo v ed o nes who 
are go ne kno w what we are d o ing in 
this life, many believ ing that they 
d o liv e better liv es. Bu t whether they 
d o o r no t Go d kno ws, which is o f in­ 
finitely greater imp o rtance and sho u ld 
hav e a mu ch greater effect u p o n o u r 
liv es fo r go o d . 
He kno ws o u r ev ery 
tho u ght. He sees o u r ev ery act. Ho w 
can we therefo re d o that which we 
kno w7 to be co ntrary to His will? 
Ano ther 
featu re o f Go d ’s o mnis­ 
cience is o f the v astest imp o rtance- 
kno wing Go d cares.

The Town of Citas Reported to Hr-'S 
Been

to Scene of Upris ing. 


Merida, Mexico. June 10.—The first 
consignment of troops to arrive hore 
from Vera Cruz are being rushed to 
the vicinity of Valladolid, where th 
May a Indians are said to be well in. 
trenched and ready to battle with the 
government forces. 
Communication with the turbulent 
district is very diuicult on account of 
the destruction of many miles of rail­ 
road and the cutting of the telegraph 
wires by the rebels. The railroad is in 
operation to Isamide, some distance 
this side of Valladolid. 
It is reported 
that the town of Citas has been cap­ 
tured by the Indians and that there 
was a heavy loss of life and much 
property destroy ed. A number of ren­ 
egade Mexicans, among them several 
who formerly held government posi­ 
tions in Quintana Roo territory , are 
directing the m ilitary movements of 
the insurgent forces, it is reported. 
No direct communication has been 
received from General Bravo, com­ 
mander of the Tenth m ilitary zone, 
with headquarters at Chan Santa Cruz 
the old capital of the May a tribe, since 
the recent outbreak occurred, but run­ 
ners were dispatched with orders for 
him to move with his regim ent of 
1,000 men upon the Indians who are 
holding Valladolid. 
W hether General 
Bravo is penned in by the Indians and 
unable to respond to the order is not 
known here. 
No reports of the devas­ 
tation of Henequin plantations by the 
rebels have been received at Merida. 
The first estim ate that the May a force 
at Valladolid and in that vicinity num­ 
bered more than 5,000 men is con­ 
firmed. 
The m ilitary authorities here believe 
that the rebellion will be put down in 
I short order, although it is admitted 
I that the May as can divide into small 
! bands and take refuge in their tropical 
| fastnesses, where they can continue a 
guerilla warfare for some time.

hundred or more Americans who are 
employ ed in the mahogany logging and 
chicle camps in the heart of the May a 
country .
